CONDITIONS AT PRESIDIO. 

Order Rapidly Replacing Chaos In 
Refugees' Camp. 

l'residio, San Francisco, April 21. — 
Conditions al the l'residio are rapidly 
reduced to systematic basis. The great 
excitement, of the lew days following the 
earthquake and the great tire has .sub- 
sided and the efforts of the authorities 
are now being directed to the organiza- 
tion of a perfect, system for the control 
of thousands of people who have sought, 
refuge within the precincts of the reser- 
vation. It has been deliuilely ascer- 
tained by the commissary and other de- 
partments that there has been, enormous, 
abuse of flue food and clothing pro- 
vision. Whole families have been accus- 
tomed to standing in line several times 
a day, each carrying away with dim 
supplies of food to last for several days. 
In this way some families have accumu- 
lated stocks of provisions to hint Jliem 
for many weeks to come. Food is be- 
ing distributed at four distinct point" 
in the Presidio and a system has been 
devised which 

Obviates the Long Delays, 
which characterized the first few dnys 
of the distribution of eatables lo tin- 
needy. Al one camp, which is a coun- 
terpart of the others, canned roast beef, 
canned corned beef, beans, rice, onions, 
potatoes, primes, bread, pepper, sugar, 
lea, and milk were served in turn to 
the long line, each person asking for 
what lie or she wanted when passing 
the various tables. In this manner an 
applicant who had received a sufficient 
assortment within two minutes alter en- 
tering Ihe relief station. At the hos- 
pitals within the reservation the most 
satisfactory condition prevails. At ihe 
general hospital in ihe l'residio it. was 
staled today thai Ihe most satisfactory 
conditions prevail. 

There are many cases of tonsililis.

San Francisco, April 24. — San Fran- 
cisco has a vigilance committee, the first 
organization of the kind since the early 
'50s. Or, Donald AIoOullocli (Jedge is 
the chief. He fought in the French 
army, the .'United Slates navy and t lie 
China war. His chief, of staff is ex- 
Auditor Hurry Buclir. The headquar- 
ters oi* the committee is at "JOlM Sterner 
-street. One hundred and thirty persons 
ithavo joined the organization. Applica- 
tions for .membership are coming in rap- 
idly. The committee lias charge of the 
■Golden C!;ite .Valley district, near the 
■"Presidio. 

The military authorities in the North 
[Beach district: are separating the Asi- 
atics from the Caucnusiuns and put- 
ling in camps of their own nationalities'. 
•Many large manufacturing companies 
have arranged to receive and care r 'ir 
the refugees ;it their respective plants 
nlotig the eastern shore of the bay. Two 
thousand, seven hundred and fifty per- 
sons can be accommodated. 

Arrangements are now heing made to 
provide for the gubernatorial election 
which must be held in this city next 
fall, and a meeting of Ihe conventions 
for this purpose. 

The San Francisco Ileal Estate, board 
met in tin; synagogue yesterday and 
took measures for Ihe protection of 
tenants who have Buffered through the 
tire. Steps were also taken to secure 
a remission of Ihe penalty imposed upon 
taxpayers for the non-payment of the 
second installment of taxes for tne fis- 
cal year ending June MO, lllOli.. 

Fully yOiOOO refugees are being "ted 
by the government nt. the Presidio and 
North Beach. iProvisions are heing boun- 
tifully supplied to all who make ap- 
plication, and as yet there is no suffer- 
ing from hunger. Tents are still being 
distributed. .More than IOlOOO have 
been given and the authorities intend 
continuing the distribution so long as the 
■supply last-s. 

Biirra'cks are to he erected in Golden

sons. The buildings will be 20x150 leer, 
and will contain thirty rooms in two- 
room apartments with kitchens 20x20, 
arranged so as to suit a family or to he 
divided for the use of single men.

NO EPIDEMIC IN 'FRISCO. 

Chairman of Health Committoc Denios 
Unfounded Rumor. 

San Francisco,: April 24. — "Say to 
the, people of California, to the United 
States and of the world, that there is 
no epidemic In San Francisco and no 
danger of one. If we are not absolute- 
ly free from contagious diseases WO 
will, at least, have fewer of them 
than we nave, under the circum- 
stances, any right to expect. Indeed, 
we have at this moment fewer cases 
of such disease than we had a month 
ago, and there is nothing in tho pre- 
sent condition of affairs in Kan Fran- 
cisco that would lead us as medical 
men to fear an outbreak. The sanita- 
tion of the. city is absolutely under 
control. I wish to impress this upon 
the people of San Francisco and Hip 
outside world, for 1 have Information 
that leads mc to believe that alarmist, 
reports emanating from certain 
sources In, San Francisco may result 
in an embargo being placed upon the 
movements of refugees from the. city. 
The calamity we have endured is cer- 
tainly sufficient, without adding to It 
this additional and unwarranted dis- 
tress." 

The statement made by Dr. J. W. 
Ward, chairman of the health com- 
mittee, nt the meeting of the general 
committee this morning, was received 
with satisfaction. The 

Doctor Was Distinctly Impressive 
and his. remarks were at once supple- 
merited by a motion that it was the 
sense of the committee that tho As- 
sociate'! Press should disseminate this 
Important news through its agencies. 
Dr. Ward, continuing, said that the 
city had been divided into three grand 
districts, which had been divided into 
sub-districts, which enabled Ii1m to 
assure tho committee that probably 
by nightfall every block within the 
unhurned portion of the city would bo 
visited and inspected by the represen- 
tatives of the board of health. The 
.'!0(l plumbers under tiie direction of 
the hoard of health are now at work 
in all sections of the city. They are 
confining their efforts solely to sewer 
and water pipes. The broken mains 
In the business districts are being re- 
paired and the outlets closed. In the 
unburned residence section the sewers 
arc being Hushed and cleaned and set 
in order as fast as possible. Two 
weeks will be required for this work, 
Water will he running in all tenement 
houses. The officers of the board of 
health state that the staff of physi- 
cians and nurses at all hospitals is 
complete.

Business to Be Transacted At the 
Forthcoming Congress. 

Tlie programme for (lie sixth con- 
gress of the Olmmbers oC Commerce of 
the Empire, which will he held from 
the 30th to the litth of July at the Uro- 
fecrs 1 hall, Princess street, Loudon, has 
just, been issued. Among the subjects 
to he discussed are commercial rela- 
tions between tbo Mother Country, her 
colonies imil dependencies, and seven dif- 
ferent resolutions, nil in the direction of 
reciprocal preferential trade, will he 
moved by the loading Canadian represen- 
tatives and by the south of Scotland 
Chamber of Commerce, Victoria, Ynn- 
eouver, Liverpool aud Aberdeen will 
favor the appointment of an Imperial 
council to promote international trade, 
and different resolutions will be moved 
by Canadian representatives and the 
London Chamber of Commerce in con- 
nection with the defence* of the Empire.

Sua lfrancicco, April -J. — Command- 
ing a company of 100 detective ser- 
geants identified with the Chicago police, 
department Lieut. John 1). Hartford 
reached the city shortly after noon today 
aud reported for duty to Chief of Po- 
lice Diunu. 

"We don't know what the purpose of 
Superintendent Collins WM in sending us 
to San Francisco"" said Lieut. Hart- 
ford this afternoon. "We only know 
that as soon as your great calamity was 
reported the superintendent instructed us 
to prepare for the journey across the 
continent and here we are ready to do 
all that we can in co-operation \vlth the 
local department to alleviate suffering 
and to prevent crime. The heart of the 
nation lias gone out to San Francisco 
in her suffering and Chicago proposes 
to do all that any city can do to aid in 
feeding the hungry, sheltering the home- 
less and rebuilding your magnificent city.

H. C. Tilden Prominent Commis- 
sion Merchant and Member 
Pardee's Staff Shot.

San Francisco, April 24. — H. C. Til- 
den, one of the most prominent mem- 
bora of "the general relief committee, 
was shot and instantly killed in his auto- 
mobile about 12 o'clock last night while 
returning from Menlo park, • by men 
supposed to be members of the citizens' 
patrol. Hugo Alltschul, a coachman, 
who was in the automobile, was cut in 
the face by u bullet and another ball 
pierced the seat and struck It. C Sea- 
man, acting lieutenant of the second 
company of the signal corps, in the back. 
The force of the bullet had been spent 
and 'Seaman, who had been detailed on 
special duty with Tilden, picked the 
ball out, of his cartridge belt, The shoot- 
ing occurred at Twenty-second and 
Ueurro streets. Three men suspected of 
baviug done the shooting are under ar- 
rest at the police station at Twenty- 
second and Madison streets. 

Major Tilden is a prominent commis- 
sion merchant of this city, a member of 
Governor Pardee's staff aud was one of 
tlie foremost workers; in the general re- 
lief work. He had taken his three chil- 
dren and a nurse from the Fourteen 
Mile House, where they had been since 
the earthquake, to -Menlo park,, .where 
he has a summer eotfagd'. His automoj- 
bile had been used ns an ambulance ill 
conveying sick and wounded to the hos- 
■pitals and was carrying the Bed Cross 
Hag prominently displayed on his car. 
Besides this he had the Red Cross in- 
signia on his right arm. According to 
•Acting Lieutenant Seaman, Tilden was 
his own chauffeur and left Menlo park 
about o'clock. At Twenty-eighth and 
Ciuenero streets they were challenged by 
I he lirst. of the chain of patrols and 
upon calling out "Bed Cross" were al- 
lowed to pass. At Twenty-lif th street a 
second guard challenged them and im- 
lnediafely gave way upon perceiving the 
Bed Cross Hag. Crossing Twenty-second 
street at about fifteen miles an hour, ac- 
, cording to 'Seaman, six men stood in 
1he middle of the road, separating when 
the car got within fifty feet of them. 
When within ten feet of tlie guards Sea- 
man claims, they began shooting with- 
out warning or challenge and kept lip 
tiring after Ihe car had passed them. 
Shots from in front took no effect with 
the exception of a bullet grazing the face 
of Tilden's friend. 

Shot Down from Behind. 

"Tlie machine had gone about fifty 
feet past the patrol," said Seaman, 
"when tho car stopped suddenly. Til- 
do n fell over toward mo. saying: 'Well, 
they got me — they- killed me.' flopped 
back in the seat and rolled out of the 
car. I sprang up and fired five shots 
in quick succession at the man who was 
still shooting behind us. About tlie same 
lime Tilden fell in my lap, a bullel 
struck mis ill the back and nearly 
knocked me, out of the scat. I pill my 
hand to my Wchb cartridge bolt and 
pulled on! Iho bullet, which had eome 
through the seat. The man who did 
the shooting was in khaki uniform. A 
doctor came running from a house near- 
by and after examining Tilden he was 
dead. Several policemen came running 
up and arrested three of the men who 
did the shooting. 

The three men under arrest are E. 
Js. Boyneton, a telephone inspector, in 

tlie employ of I lie Pacific Stales Tele- 
phone company: George W. Simmons 
and Malcolm Vance. They are all young 
men and members of the Citizens' Pa- 
trol. Boyneton declared lhal he did not 
sec the Bed Cross flag on Tilden's car 
and when tho latter did not slop when 
challenged, lie Bred, The coachman in 
Iho car then began shooting and Sim- 
mons and Vance replied. The killing of 
Tilden has created the greatest indig- 
nation.

Everywhere he found the 
keenest interest in Canada. Mr. Lar- 
combe reports that about 000 people 
will come out within the next six weeks 
as the direct result of his meetings, nnd 
of these over (j.j per cent have a prac- 
tical knowledge of agriculture, ninny 
of them being small farmers or the sons 
of the same. These people have consid- 
erable money; their holdings will range 
all the way from ?500 to $5,000. A parry 
of 12 came out with Mr. Larcombe and 
all of these have sufficient capital to 
start comfortably in tlie new land. 

At Croydon Mr. Larcombe talked with 
a man who has been farming a 28-aerc 
farm there for seven years. In all that 
time he paid £100 per year rental. This 
year he had lost the farm because some- 
one had bidden £115 for the 28 acres. 
Those who know Mr. Larcombe will he 
able to imagine with what energy he 
pointed out to that man that for the 
$3,500 he had paid for rent in seven 
years be could hnve owned a magnificent 
farm in the Canadian west. Mr. Lar- 
combe has come back a more enthusias- 
tic Canadian than ever, and he certain- 
ly hns proved one of the right kind of 
immigration ngents.

was giving birth to a child on the street 
and a man who wits passing made in- 
sulting remarks; he was ishot and 
Killed By a Soldier. 
"At Palo Alto the people were in 
fear that the convicts had escaped, 
there .being a rumor current to that ef- 
fect, nnd all were under arms. People 
walked in hundreds from San Francisco 
to Palo Alto. It was not until the after- 
noon, of Wednesday that, those in Palo 
Altd' knew how "widespread had been 
the destruction'.'' AVilh the arrival of. a 
bicyclist from San Francisco the news 
of the loss there was learned, and an 
automobile brought the news of the loss 
at San Jose. 

"I \yas told, but I have not the slight- 
est idea whether the story is true or nut, 
that seven miles from Palo Alto, in tbo 
mountains, a great cavern had opened 
up, three-quarters of a mile across, two 
iiniles long and 500 feet ami. This may 
'he. an exaggeration. .,' Bed wood wan 
totally destroyed, 'dozens' of buildings 
falling down. Mitrysville was de- 
troyed. hSan Joise was. also Jmtlly dam- 
aged. In San Jose I saw and photo- 
graphed a stretch of sidewalk where a 
large crack that ran for fifty feel, was 
about two feet wide and of great depth, 
perhaps fifty feet. This great crack 
ran 

For Half a Block. 

Iu San Joso niahy buildings fell down, 
including the targe Vendome hotel, in 
which twenty people were killed. Banks 
and other large buildings fell and there 
was milch lens oC life. A lire followed 
the earthquake at Sun Jose, as it hudj 
at San Francisco, but the water 'mains 
were not impaired and the lire was ex- 
tinguished. The tiro in San Francisco 
could be seen easily from Palo Aits, 
thirty-three mile* away, and at night 
the light was so intense from the burn- 
ing city that one might see to read a 
newspaper by its reflection. The lire ut 
San Jose could also he seen. 

"We took tho train at San Jose -for 
Oakland on Saturday and arrived at 
Oakland, where there was much de- 



struction, and the city was one great 
camp of refugees on Saturday after- 
noon. We were received 'by relief com- 
mittees which were formed by the 
churches and societies, especially the 
Klliglits of Pythias, and furnished with 
food, •clothing and all 

Necessities of Life. 
The crowd was so immense that my 
wife was almost fainting, and 1 got a 
carriage to take us to the station, where 
I expected to arrange for Pullman 
iherths, but I couldn't, and got seats in 
an ordinary train. The cabman look ma 
■to his sister's residence. Her husband 
was superintendent of the Oakland <pust- 
olllce, and we remained there until the 
evening, and then, expecting the train to 
leave for tho north at 8 p. m., we went 
to the Sixteenth street station of the 
Southern Pacific railway in Oakland 
We had to remain there some hours, it 
not being until .12:15 a. in. on Sunday 
morning that the train started. I had 
heavy valises, weighing nlbout a hundred 
pounds, to carry about and had quite 
a trying time. 

The Train Was Crowded. 
We couldn't get a seat. Filially I se- 
cured one for my wife, and I stood all 
tho lirst night. There was little sleep, 
if any, for anyone. When we arrived 
•at tho first station of any importance 
the train crew told us that another sec- 
tion would ihe 'made up and those wdio 
•hadn't seats could gel; accommodation, 
'but when the now section was made 
up it was also crowded before we could 
find scats. I finally arranged with a 
•mau to give me a seat if I gave him $2, 
and 1 was glad to do so. 

"Meals were served at all points. 
Wherever the train stepped the people 
enmo with food and pressed you to cat. 
No one would accept money, even if 
the trainload of destitute people had 
Ibeen able bo pay. There were all classes 
on the train, men from the burned-out 
slums of San Francisco and millionaires 
jostling each other, women, children, 
many standing. Some had just enough 
clothes to cover them. The 

Sights Were Awful. 
People were marked with wounds of a'l 
kinds. There were seventy-live babies, 
in ago (from two days to two months, 
and in the 1,500 or more .people some 
who had been crippled. One woman 
had lost an arm, a man bad only one 
arm, having lost the other and both 
logs, and there were large numbers 
with (heads bandaged. On Sunday n 
ibirtli occurred on the train. A. woman 
became insane and tried to throw hcr- 
solf from the train while in motion. 
Ono man bad been operated upon but 
the day (before the train left Oakland 
and was in a 'bad condition, ll was not 
expected that he would live. The smells 
and sights of that train were terrible. 

"From Portland north the journey 
was uneventful. Wo came through 
without delay and reached Victoria soon 
after noon by the steamer Indianapolis." 

Mike King, 
the well known mining and lumberman 
of this city, was another Victorian who 
experienced the horrors of tlie earth- 
quake. Mr. King said: 

"I was awakened in my room in the 
Lick- house 'by bricks, from a chimney 
fulling on me. I simply covered my 
head with a pillow and waited till the 
shock was over. Then I got up and 
lookc.il around. The fire escape had 
been twisted till it had bent into the 
room and iLuid jb'rokeji the glass in the 
windows, I got up and dressed an.l 
went out to see -what Mas going on. 
There was enough for a man to remem- 
ber for a lifetime. 

"In any opinion the number of the 
dead has been greatly underestimated. 
I should say, from what'' I saw, that 
•there were at 'least 5,000 killed, and 
imriybe more. In several places there 
were large rooming houses that collapsed 
ami every man, woman and child in 
them was killed, and I saw seven peo- 
ple killed before my own eyes by the 
fulling of cornices from buildings, 

"There were a great many drunken 
men around the streets on Wednesday 
morning, hut at S o'clock tho saloons 
Were ordered to close, nnd they did bo 
without a question. This .put an end 
to what was the greatest danger at that 
time."

TOURISTS ARE EAGER. 

Curious Anxious to Inspect the Ruins 
of Paris of the Pacific. 

Every tourist in the Northwest seems 
anxious to see the ruins of San Fran- 
cisco, according to tlie railroad ticket 
offices. The roads have refused to sell 
any tickets into the burned city, but will 
sell to Oakland. 

In speaking of the demand for trans- 
portation to San Francisco, H. A. 
Schanb, of the Burlington route, said: 

"Wo arc having people come in every 
ten minutes of the day and ask what 
arrangements we can make for them to 
see the burned district. We simply say 
thai we have been notified l hat: the 
troops will not. allow any one lo enter 
unless supplied with blankets, a week's 
rations and if 50 in money. Many say 
that if Unit, is Ihe case they will wait 
over for a week or two, and then make 
the trip after the martial law has be- 
come less strict. 

"Then; is sure to be a rush of tour- 
ists' from nil over the country as soon 
as the regulations are relaxed and I 
should not be surprised lo see the San 
Francisco merchant a make a grout deal 
of money rrom this by establishing tem- 
porary stores." 



SEATTLE EXPECTS CRIMINALS 

Additional Polico to Bo Appointed In 
Readiness for Crooks of Bay City, 

Seal lie is preparing for Ihe influx of 
criminals, vagrants and Ihe like from 
San Francisco, following the destruction 
of the city'. These people --,f the idle 
and criminal classes will be kept under 
the closes! surveillance if they allempl 
lo make Seattle their home. 

The mayor slates that he will order 
additional police offices for tho water 
front and the lower part of the city, 
where the vagrants and petty graft- 
ers congregate, If if appears I hat a 
considerable increase in Ihe police force 
is necessary and the regular funds of the 
city are not sufficient, Ihe mayor says 
that he may ask- the citizens of Seallle 
to make up money enough for tho in- 
crease. 

The influx from San Francisco .is ex- 
pected within a few days. Mayor 
Moore's instructions lo Ihe police will 
be stricl, and saloon loiterers, petty 
thieves and chronic vagrants will bo 
treated with Gcnnt courtesy by the po- 
lice.

THE SUBSIDY-SEEKING 
PROVINCES. 

Finding itself 5-10,000 short, the 
Prince Edward Island government an- 
nounces that if it cannot set another 
increase in its grant from tho Domin- 
ion treasury it, will raise tlu> money by 
local taxation. II the Ottawa ministers 
nro wise tlioy will allow t ho better 
terms seekers to resort to their alterna- 
tive. The money has to rome out of 
taxation in any ease, and it will be 
better all round if those wl)o make the 
taxation necessary also have to take t ho 
responsibility of imposing it,— Montreal 
[Gazette. 

In the above remarks the Montreal 
Gazette assumes its characteristic atti- 
tude- towards better terms in regard to all 
tlie provinces'. The Gazette lias never 
Mopped for a minute to consider wheth- 
er there was any principle of right at 
the bottom of the demand being made 
liy the various provincial governments. 
[It docs not concern itself as to the jus- 
tice involved, the fairness of tho present 
financial relations, or the relative re- 
quirements of the governments in re- 
spect to carrying out the responsibilities 
imposed upon them by the terms of Con- 
federation. The single thing which ap- 
peals to our contemporary is the fact 
that a certain arrangement was made in 
1S07 and several times later, which it 
regards as a contract, which should be 
inviolably carried out forever, regardless 
of consequences. It views every de- 
mand by the provincial government sim- 
ply as an effort: to raid the federal treas- 
ury, anil any compliance with the same 
in the light of a premium upon ex- 
travagance. 

As we have pointed out on many oc- 
casions, the treaty which exists between 
the Dominion and the provinces must 
not be regarded in the light of a com- 
mercial cunt tact wholly, enforcible to the 
letter and to the bitter end in all cir- 
cumstances. Two men drive a bargain 
ami i hey arrive at a conclusion. As 
soon as it is put in force, it is regard- 
ed as inflexible by the law, which re- 
spects the rights of each party to the 
utmost limit of the "lex scripta." A 
treaty between a federal and a provin- 
cial body involves more than that. There 
is a moral aspect to it. It presumes the 
mutual and common good, and that any 
phase of it which does the other an in- 
justice or is not. fair or is unduly bur- 
densome also involves the moral and con- 
stilutiounl right that an inequality of in- 
justice should be made right. There is 
nothing in the federal relation which rec- 
ognizes tiu.' moral right of the other to 
get. "tlie best of the bargain," although 
jl may be part of tlie bond. There- 
fore, before we express our ipse dixit on 
this question of better terms, it is In- 
cumbent to enquire if the present rela- 
tions are right in themselves, if the di- 
vision of revenues as between tlie pro- 
vinces and the Dominion is an equitable 
one, and if tlie present sources of rev- 
enue of the provinces nro adequate for 
their requirements. It will not do to 
say that, as tho Gazette does, because it 
is the law it must be carried out for- 
ever and that must be the end of it. if 
that principle were recognized through- 
out there would be an end to all politi- 
cal progress! 

Most of tlie provinces are hard up, 
ami llie anomaly of the situation is that 
the more they spend for the develop- 
ment of the country the harder up they 
become, because the cost of development 
is greater in ratio than that of tho in- 
creased revenue which comes of tlie de- 
velopment. Every person added to the 
population through the efforts of the 
uuov.wial nd-uiiuisti'ation, only 



eighty cents per annum from the Domin- 
ion, whereas each such person returns, 
for customs and excise, between $1) and 
•1510 per annum to the Dominion. It is 
truo that an increase of population in n 
province means also an increase of rev- 
enue in other ways, in taxation, licenses, 
fees, etc., but it is very much less in 
proportion than to the Dominion. For 
nil of Canada it docs not amount to 
more per head of the population than 
?ii.50 per annum. With its greater re- 
sponsibilities the federal authority re- 
quires more money than the provincial 
authority, but the disparity is too great 
in favor of the latter. 
• There is, again, the view which the 
Gazette lnys so much stress upon, the 
spending of money, nnd the effect felt in 
the way of taxation. The provinces, if 
they exceed their limit, must resort to 
direct taxation, which is always dis- 
tasteful. Tlie Dominion raises its rev- 
enue entirely by indirect taxation, al- 
though it 1ms tho right to resort to di- 
rect taxation in extremity. We know 
that during the past ten years, through 
prosperity,, there has been abounding 
revenue, with large surpluses, which has 
kept pace with the most lavish expendi- 
ture Canada ever experienced, and yet 
no share of tlie immense jump in rev- 
enue has gone back to tlie coffers of the 
provinces, which helped by their expen- 
diture to create the prosperity, notwith- 
standing that their responsibilities have 
steadily increased with the increase of 
population. If it be right that there 
should be a cheek upon expenditure by 
the provinces, there should also be a 
check upom the extravagance of the Do- 
minion. Millions of dollars are being 
.squandered right and left by the federal 
authorities oh all sorts of schemes, and 
for nil sorts of purposes. Some £7"j,- 
000,000 or SSO.000,000 arc being actually 
thrown away upon a useless portion of 
the Grand Trunk Pacific to satisfy the 
political demands of one section of the 
Liberal party. Tlie Gazette says so. 
If its logic is right, and as all expendi- 
ture has to come out of taxation any- 
way, does it not follow, that, if more 
wore paid to the provinces there wou'd 
be less for the Dominion to squander? 

But the crux of the whole matter is 
that both governments alike are respon- 
sible to the people for their acts, and 
that whether they are extravagant or 
otherwise the proportion of revenue that 
each should enjoy should be fixed on 
some equitable, basis, which it is not, 
we contend, at the present time. Once 
fix upon some fair bnsis of financial 
relations, nnd the' people of the prov- 
inces will look after the rest. 

BRITISH COLUMBIA'S TIMBER 
POLICY. 

The West Coast Lumberman, T a co- 
ma, thinks the British Columbia govern- 
ment has done the right thing in the 
interests of the province in putting a 
complete stop to tho exportation of logs 
from timber cut on ungranteil lands o,f 
the crown, or on lands of the crown 
hereafter granted. This is somewhat in 
contrast with the attitude taken by the 
Vancouver Lumberman, which is still 
fighting the battles of Mr. Kmmerson. 
After quoting the provisions of tlie act 
affected toy amendments of last session, 
tho West Coast Lumberman observes: 

"It wiil be noted that tlie change re- 
fers to timber cut on 'ungrnnted lands.' 
The major portion of the timber hold- 
ings of British Columbia are on lands 
owned by the crown. These grants .sell 
the timber only, which accounts in pari 
for tlie very low prices at which the 
government 1ms been parting with its 
great timber holdings. It is possible, 
however, that underlying (hose cheap 
cheap timber sales is a policy that will 
work out great ret-ults for the province. 
Millions of dollars from the United 
States hnve been invested in British Co- 
lumbia mills nnd timber and great de- 
velopments nro- at work. Under the 
•present act this invber must be manu- 
factured in the province. This is a very 
wise bit of political economy, it means 
more labor and bigger payrolls. Under 
the ipiwont rate of manufacturing de- 
velopment, the market lhat can be 
reached from British Columbia wili 
probably be overdone and lower prices 
prevail. That result will be appreciated 
by the great farming districts east of 
British Columbia. Under the present 
tariff on lumber in tlie t.'nited Slates 
bit little lumber can cross the inter- 
national lino. Another result will prob- 
ably be an overstocked log market ami 
lower prices on logs. A«J in all far- 
reaching measures, someone gets the 
worst of it, and in (bis ca.se it will be 
the logger. On the whole, however, 
stopping the exportation of logs will in 
the long run be good for British Colum- 
bia."

If it were a legitimate enterprise nnd 
they were not afraid of the light of day, 
why not have head offices in Canada 
or in London, England? As will be ob- 
served, the company was registered lu 
June. 300.J, not twelve months ago, and 
has already drawn from the Dominion 
treasury nearly $200,000 for an unas- 
sorted lot of continental immigrants at 
$5 a bead. To qualify for this bonus 
the company had to spend $15,000 a 
year in advertising. 

The question arises, if immigrants 
were so easily gotten, why did' not 1he 
government dp its own advertising and 
save the difference between the $15,000 
nnd the $150,000, or whatever other sum 
it was'.' It has its own agents all 
through Europe, and as n matter of fact 
does a lot of advertising everywhere. 
\Yc do not know (lie particular arrange- 
ment, whereby the North Atlantic Trad- 
ing company was to sort out its partic- 
ular gettings from the general mass of 
newcomers from, the continent — nobody 
seems of know — but it has every appear- 
ance of a huge graft On the public 
treasury, "which was only possible of 
accomplishment by the active co-opera- 
tion nnd participation of the chief of- 
ficials of the department. At all events, 
the government has found it convenient 
to cancel the contract after November 
next. Why should a public iniquity of 
the kind be permitted to exist even for 
six months? It is a swindle on the 
face of it, and the government must be 
aware of the fact. 



The government end of tha Grand 
Trunk Tacifio Is, we are informed upon 
the authority of a government organ, 
not to cost the country a cent, except 
the interest upon the cost of construc- 
tion for seven years. In tlie meantime 
1,01)0 miles of railway at about $55,000 
a mile is to be built by money picked 
from 'bushes in the wilderness through 
which it. is t ( , pass. The experience of 
tlie children of Israel in passing through 
the desert to the Holy Land is nothing 
compared with t'hifi modem miracle. 

Wo referred the other day to the 
ignorance displayed .by some Britishers 
in regard fo Canadian affairs, quoting a 
letter written by one J. (i. Major, of 
Gateshead, to the Newcastle Weekly 
Chronicle with reference fo Port Simp- 
sou, its geography and .history. It is 
almost equalled by some Canadians re- 
garding their own country. For in- 
stance, this from the Ottawa Free 
Press:

"It is claimed that nine-tenths of the 
available water power at Niagara be- 
longs to tho Canadian side of the .stream. 
So did tlie greater part of the Klon- 
dike gold fields before the Alvcrstonc 
awa id." 

It would be extremely interesting tq 
know what part or how much of the 
Klondike gold, fields Canada lost through 
the Alaska iboundary award. All tho 
Mm raised was about two small islands 
at. the mouth of the Portland canal, both 
Insignificant in size, value or strategical 
importance.

THE NATIONAL TRANSCONTIN- 
ENTAL RAILWAY. 

Xews-Adverllscr. 

It Is to lie feared that the cost of the 
national transcontinental railway— lhat Is 
the line which Is to be built by the Do- 
minion government between Winnipeg 
and Moncton as tho eastern connection 
of the Ornnd Trunk Pacific railway— will 
very greatly exceed the figures given by 
Mr. Fielding anil other members of the 
cabinet when the bill authorizing the 
scheme was under discussion lu the 
House of Commons. The scheme has now 
reached a stage from which It Is possible 
to make n reasonably accurate estimate or 
what the actual cost of the line will be. 
It may he remembered that In 1!K>.'! the 
minister of finance, with a view to dis- 
credit the criticisms of the estimates of 
the cost, said that the surplus of that 
year would bo ample to meet tho annual 
cost on the treasury. Doubtless Mr. Field- 
ing wishes now that he was not on record 
for luivns made such an assertion. 

The official advotes of the project said 
that the road could be built and equipped 
ready for business at a cost not to exceed 
$30,000 a mile of road. If we remember 
tightly, one enthusiastic nnd sanguine 
minister declared that it possibly might 
not entail an expenditure of more than 
$20,000 n mile. During the last few weeks 
contracts for the construction of long sec- 
tions of the lino have been lot by the 
government, There was apparently some 
hesitation as to accepting the lowest ten- 
ders, the chairman of the commission that: 
has chnrgo of the construction of the 
road, claiming that they were too low to 
ensure the work being done within the 
lime specified, The government decided, 
however, to accept the lowest tenders, 
land In view of the circumstances It. Is 
casr to understand the decision. It ap- 
j pears thnt at tho figures at. which these 
! contracts have been let. the cost of the 
I rood wnen the rails are laid, stations built, 
I etc., will run from $45,000 to $00.00*0 a 
! mile, Although the plans wore ready for 
I only two sections, there Is not much 
I reason to think that whoa the contracts 
for the remaining sections nro let, the 
| average cost per mile will come anywhere 
near the estimates given in 1003 of the 
probable cost of the road. The length of 
! the lino is officially given as 1,300 miles 
from Winnipeg to Quebec, and oil to 531 
from Quebec to Moncton. Taking this mile- 
age and an average of the prices for the 
two sections thnt have been contracted 
for. nnd it will be soon thnt tlie estimates 
made In 1003 by critics of the scheme of 
the cost reaching from $100,000,000 to 
$120,000,000 wore not unreasonable. In- 
deed, it Is nulte within the bounds of :>os 
slblllty that the greater amount named 
nlay .be exceeded before tho line Is com- 
pleted nnd ready for trnfllc. Any finan- 
cial disturbance or period of dear money 
occurring at a time when the govern- 
ment had to go into tho money market to 
ralso the amount required to pay for the 
road, might still further add to the cost 
of the scheme. Certaluly it looks n« 
though the government's estimates will be 
found to be much below the actual cost

A License Question. — It is very like- 
ly that a special meeting of the licen- 
sing commissioners will be called In 
the near future to consider the applll- 
cation of the C. P. R. company for a 
license for the Empress hotel, n. T. 
Elliott, representing the company, has 
pointed out that according to t lie by- 
law the city guaranteed that a license 
would be forthcoming when required, 

The urgent action requested was 
caused by the amendment to the 
Liquor License act which was passed 
at the last session of the legislators 
which conies into force on June 14. 
If the application of the Empress ho- 
tel was delayed till after that dato it 
would be a very difficult matter to se- 
cure a license unless one was purchas- 
ed from a hotel or saloon and trans- 
ferred. It was thought' that compli- 
cations would be avoided, however, by 
holding a special meeting to consider 
the application, or In fact to grant 
the license, as the city is by the by- 
law bound to grunt it. The city coun- 
cil have recommended that a special 
meeting be held, and it is very likely 
that the recommendation will be act- 
ed on.

Relief Committee's Suggestion. — A 
meeting of the committee arranging 
for tile local relief fund for the San 
Francisco sufferers was held yestcr- 
(lay forenoon. At this meeting It was 
easily seen that Victoria was ready to 
largely augment the contribution that 
has already been sent, but consider- 
able doubt was expressed as to whe- 
ther further supplies are required. It 
was pointed out that the immediate 
requirements for water and food had 
been attended to. and the needs thai 
may arise will be amply provided for 
by tjie large amount of provisions that 
are being sent in. It was suggested 
that an officer of the Tourist associa- 
tion should be despatched to the ill- 
fated city to lay before the unfortun- 
ate citizens that Victoria is an ideal 
place in which to live while the city 
Is being rebuilt. 

"Practically" the Nearest.— The Van- 
couver Province says the following 
resolution was passed at the meeting 
of the Relief committee at Vancouver; 
"We earnestly request the members of 
the press to send by telegraph, over 
their wires, tho statement that a com- 
mittee bus been appointed by the city 
of Vancouver to collect money and 
supplies for the immediate relief of 
the thousands of people who are suf- 
fering in San Francisco. This com- 
mittee, realizing that many towns 
throughout the British empire are 
anxious to assist In this great and 
noble work of relieving the suffering 
which has been brought upon these 
people, and that Vancouver is prac- 
tically the nearest coast point in Can- 
ada, through which supplies can bo 
sent to San Francisco, begs to notify 
tho various cities of Western Canada 
that contributions made by them will 
be received, acknowledged nnd for- 
warded by this committee. If money 
Is sent .supplies will be secured and 
forwarded, if desired."

THE FRUIT INDUSTRY. 

Dominion Inspector Explains Enforce- 
ment of the Laws. 

Mr. Maxwell Smith; Dominion fruit 
Inspector, gives too following state- 
ment for publication : 

"As there seems to be considerable 
alarm and some misunderstanding as 
to the Dominion government's inten- 
tions re tlie enforcement of the exist- 
ing laws regulating the fruit trade. It 
might be well to say that: In addition 
to my other duties, including the en- 
forcement of the iPruit Marks act, 1 
am instructed to enforce sections I 
and 5 of the 'Act respecting me pack- 
ing and sale of certain staple commo- 
dities, 1901,' as amended 11105. Sec- 
tion 5 of tlie said Act states I Hat 
i 'Every box of berries or currants of- 
■ fered for sale and every box manufac- 
tured and offered for stile, In Canada, 
shall bo plainly marked en the side 
of the box, in' black letters at least 
half an Inch square, with the word 
"Short," unless It contains when level 
— lull as nearly exactly as practic- 
able — (a) al least four-lltths of a 
quart, or (b) (wo-flfths of a quart.' 

"This will allow those having berry 
boxes on Hand, or who may be Im- 
porting berries in boxes, Which do not 
comply with the above regulations, to 
dispose of same by simply marking 
„J,jthem 'Short,' but i strongly recom- 
mend that no more Illegal boxes, or 
baskets be purchased or manufactur- 
ed. The justice and convenience of 
having uniform standard packages 
must appeal to all fair-minded persons 
and no undue hardship will be Im- 
, | posed on those who endeavor to get 
into line as quickly as possible 1 
Shall continue to exercise the same 
discreel moderation as has character- 
ized my official work In the past, but 
there must be steady progress to- 
ward full compliance with all the 
fruit regulations In order to insure 
the fullest measure of harmony be- 
tween growers, dealers, consumers 
and inspectors."

TWO BIRD TALES: THE WREN AND THE ROBIN. 



THE SACRED WREN. 

In many countries the wren was former- 
ly considered sacred. A couplet current 
In Wales ran:— 

WIioso doth a fftm'i nost steal 
Shall God's blttiT »n«er rool. 

This sanctity of tho wren probably had 
Its origin In tho myth of the wren's having 
brought fire from heaven to earth when it 
was needed. In doli.j so the little bird's 
plumngo was burned and each of tho other 
birds thereupon gave a feather, so that hb 
should bo covered again, nil but the owl, 
and because tho owl would not show 
honor to the wren ho Is despised of other 
birds and cannot show himself In tho day- 
time. Some say that It was tho cuckoo. 
Instead of the owl, and he also has a low 
Place among the birds. 

In Ireland, however, the wren used to be 
persecuted, especially on St. Stephen's 
day The poor llttlo thing was chased 
about and finally killed. Then Its body 
was placed on a UttSo bier covered with 
leaves and carried about In triumph. This 
custom was 'dorived from a tradition that 
onco when thero was a battlo between tho 
Irish and tho Danes a wron helped the 



Danes by tapping on a drum and awaken- 
ing their drummer. Often this persecu- 
tion of tho wren was mode tho excuse lor 
fights between factions In Ireland. 

THE ROBIN'S RED BREAST. 

Where did the robin get his red breast? 

One legend says that whon he came too 
near the little wren that had been burned 
In bringing (Ire from heaven he had his 
breast scorched. Another explanation is 
that every day tho robin takes a drop of 
water In his beak to quench tho flro In 
tho Infernal region, nnd that In this way 
he gots a burned breast. Perhaps the most 
common explanation Is found In the legend 
that relates how the child Jesus used to 
feed the robins at tho door of His mother's 
houBe, and that when He was suffering on 
the cross one of the friendly robins tried 
to draw a thorn from HIb brow. "Llttlo 
bird," tho Lord said, according to the 
legend, "thy labor Is vain, but bocauso of 
thy lovo toward me thou shalt ever bear a 
breast stained with blood, and although 
all thy kind bo thine enemies, man will bo 
thy friend for my sake." Beforo that time, 
it is said, the robin's breast was brown.

Clive-Philllpps AVolley, ottering 
his services to the disposal of the 
club, as well as promising the assis- 
tance of Mrs. Wolley and assistance 
financially. The communication was 
received and Capt. Wolley kindly 
thanked for his offer of assistance. 

His worship mentioned that Col. 
Prior and H. Kent had sent their 
apologies at being unable to be pre- 
sent, but were willing to do all in 
their power to assist. 

George Carter, chairman of the in- 
dustry committee, said that the com- 
mittee was a very important one, es- 
pecially when they had all home 
manufacturers to deal with. Prac- 
tically the whole committee were pre- 
sent, and a very interesting discus- 
sion took. ljlace- He read ,-, . 

The Resolutions Passed 
by tho committee, which were as fol- 
lows: 

•'The committee recommend that the 
project of a pormatnent home manu- 
facturer'^ exhibit be taken up, pro- 
vided suitable rooms be secured and 
a grantobtained. for maintenance of 
the same if necessary; that the cost 
of a room be defrayed by renting 
space to local manufacturers; that to 
initiate tho movement the retail stores 
be requested, to make a special display 
of home products, and for the first 
week an orchestra be secured as an 
extra attraction; that the active co- 
operation of the local press be asked 
in Impressing upon the citizens and 
the public generally the importance of 
purchasing local products and of pur- 
chasing whatever possible in the city 
.instead of sending away; that the 
rooms adjoining the Tourist associa- 
tion rooms be secured for 1 home manu- 
facturers' exhibit purposes; that the 
local manufacturers be requested to 
send a list of articles manufactured 
by them to tho secretary of the com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Carter stated that the commit- 
tee were of the opinion that an exhibit 
of 

Home Manufactures 

should be made in some central por- 
tion of the city. Space would be 
rented lo every exhibitor, and the ex- 
hibit should be open all the time. Dur- 
ing the evenings an orchestra should 
be present. The manufacturers would 
require to have a representative pre- 
sent who would deal with the goods 
manufactured by their firms. He 
would like to see every one purchase 
home-made goods. He staled that 
dealing with the proposed exhibit 
room an architect had promised to 
give ills assistance in designing the 
fixtures. He would like o have the 
consent of the committee to hire the 
rooms. 

Dr. R. II . Carter complimented the 
industrial committee on their work. 
He thought that the 
Suggestions Made By the Committee 

were good ones. He moved that the* 
request of the industrial committee^ (' 



be granted, and their recommenda 
lions carried out. 

Continuing, he said that everyone 
should feel that although thy are not 
on the committee, they should be In- 
tel ested. He expressed the wish that 
anyone who desired could suggest 
ideas to- the civic committee and they 
would he acted on. 

Lj. Crease, In seconding the motion, 
stated that it was his opinion that all 
reports of the committees should be 
adopted, as the committees generally 
knew more of what they were report- 
ing on than did the general commit- 
tee. 

Dr. Carter, chairman of the civic 
committee, staid that as yet he had 
no definite plan outlined for tho com- 
mittee, but many things were "In tho 
wind." He stated, however, that one 
thing that had been suggested by Mr. 
Wallace was to have water for lawns 
and boulevards charged as low as pos- 
sible, as it was much to the Interest 
.of the city to have fine lawns nnd 
boulevards. He referred to the Vic- 
toria day celebration, and stated that 



Beaumont 'Hoggs .suggested that the 
civic cbmnlilteo should be requested to 
give ,the attention, to the main arteries 
traveled -by tfie' tourists. He suggested 
that a - uniformity in fences be made; 
that in "other cities the authorities had 
power to compel ail property holders to 
have fences alike. The building of low 
fences should be encouraged. 

The Civic Committee. 
Mr. Blaltemore thought that the civic 
committee was as important as auv 
other committee. He called attention to 
the- dust question. In all his experience 
he hud never found a city in Canada 
where so little precaution seemed to bo 
taken to have pure food. 

iA. W. McCurdy, a recent arrival from 
Nova Scotia was introduced by .Mayor 
Morley and stated that his coming to 
Victoria was not the result of any tour- 
ist association or 100,000 club, but he 
had received a letter from a friend stat- 
ing that they "planted potatoes in Feb- 
ruary," whereas in Nova Scotia there 
was about live feet of snow, so he 
thought it must be a pretty good place. 
He stated that he had a hard time get- 
ting his ticket for Victoria, and when 
lie arrived in Vancouver, an attempt 
was made to try and keep him there. He 
had only been in the city six months 
but was 

Very Much Taken With It. 
and the present weather compared fav- 
orably with that of any city he had ever 
resided in. As a member of the civic 
committee he would do all in his power 
to assist. 

Mr. Carter had been informed that at 
present about 7,000 acres within 2'i 
miles from the city were available for 
small holdings. This, he considered, 
would make it possible for intending 
settlers to secure a piece of property for 
fruit raising and market gardening. 

llis worship called attention to the 
suggestion that had been made to invite 
citizens of San Francisco to locate in 
this city until that city was rebuilt. Ho 
was of the opinion that if prompt ac- 
tion were taken they would be able to 
secure a large number of citizens who 
would till some of the vacant houses. 

George Cold well was not in favor of 
inducing workingmen from the Old 
Country to reside here as there was no 
opening for them. What was wanted, in 
his opinion, was manufacturers. If large 
manufactories could lie established, it. 
would not be long before the working- 
men would begin to arrive. If this was 
going to be done, everyone would have 
to patronize home industry. Ho thought 
however, that some of the merchants 
had themselves to blame, because they 
ditl not advertise their goods. He thought 
that the workingmen of the city would 
1

ly to patronize home industry and 
if necessary would si retch a point, to do 
so. He suggested that before the Sol- 
tiers' Committee took any action Hint 
the workingmen should be consulted. 

Llndley Crease staled that the Sel- 
tlers' Committee wore endeavoring to 
have the Hudson's Bay company open 
up their land in the neighborhood of 
Victoria, which could bo secured by set- 
tlers for small holdings. He was of the 
opinion that the committee should look 
carefully into the class of settlers who 
wore to be brought in. 

Dr. Verrinder thought the Reception 
Jommittee was a very important oiii*.

Mr. Wallace stated that Victoria coul.l 
produce bettor bulbs than could ho ob- 
tained in Holland or Germany nnd in 
half the time.

He 
prophesied that within a few years many 
cars of flowers would bo leaving Victor- 
ia daily for the East and they would 
have an industry that would over top the 
fruit growing,

October .'7, 1SGS, was the date of San 
Francisco's last previous severe earth- 
quake. An account of it from tho .Sail 
Francisco Call of October 'Si, is printed 
below: 

The cull was thou but a four-page 
sheet, four columns of the first page bo- 
lug devoted ,as usual, on October '2-, to 
steamship and general advertising. The 
change in newspaper methods during the 
US years that have passed Is emphasized 
by the unobstrusIvC' one-column head call- 
ing attention to the earthquake story, 
which occupies throe and a half columns 
on the llrst page. The head reads: 

The Call's news story road as follows: 

"Yesterday morning San Francisco was 
visited by the most severe earthquake tbc 
city ever experienced. Tho groat shock 
commenced at 7:53 a. m. and continued 
nearly one minute, being the longest over 
known in this region. The oscillations 
wore from east to west and were very 
violent. .Men, women ami children rushed 
Into tho streets, some hi a state of send- 
nudity, and all In the wildest state of 
excitement: Many acted as if they thought 
the day of judgment, bad come. For a 
time tho excitement was Intense and tho 
panic was general, 

"A hazy atmosphere pervaded the city, 
though It was clear aud warm for two 
or mree days previous. 

"The weather was temperate, the ther- 
mometer being nt ."ill degrees. Probably 
one-third of the people' of the city were 
in their beds ami the remainder were en- 
gaged In their morning duties. The shock 
came upon them with surprising", sudden- 
ness and was fearful In its results. 

"Tho streets wore fall of excited people 
all day. Business was generally suspend- 
ed and crowds or women and children oc- 
cupied the public plazas, some of them up 
to a .ate hour last night. A full and cor- 
rect account, by our reporters, of the 
events In this city and adjoining counties, 
Bill be found below." 

The i in mage iiono was considerable, but 
the loss of life was small. 

An editorial In the Call,> published on 
October 22, warns the city administration 
URiilnst the danger of high buildings, and 
urges a prohibition against buildings 
higher than :\o feet 

Time Changes Point of View. 

It Is a carious fact that the Call Is now 
published In a building of Its own that 
Is 10 stories In height. It is today being 
ravaged by fire. 
The Call's editorial Is as follows: 
"The earthquake shocks of yesterday 
very naturally created a great panic 
among the people of the city, being, as 
they were, the heaviest ever known In this 
portion of the American continent. To 
say that there was not n great excite- 
ment, a 'great scare,' a panic, would he 
to assert what Is the truth. Under tho 
circumstances it was .but nntural that peo- 
ple should lie alarmed, and that great ex- 
citement should ensue; but the shakes of 
Wednesday served this good purpose; they 
proved at once the strength and weakness 
of the city. Though, unfortunately, lives 
were' lost, fortunately I he earthquake 
showed us how to prevent the loss of 
life, nnd Hie little damage done (com- 
pared in what might have been done) 
proved that with a sensible system of 
building we have no more lo fear from 
earthquakes than the people of other com- 
munities.

"Parched for water, I made my way 
to the water front in order to get over, 
if possible, to Oakland, mid when i 
struck the beach I encountered the open- 
ing which the earthquake had made in 
the earth, from four to ten indies in 
width, and which extended about a mile 
towards Hie ferry. Market street was 
reported to have sunk twelve to foiu- 
teeil feet, and an opening of the earth 
to have occurred about twelve feet In 
width. On reaching the ferry depot i 
found less confusion than I expected, 
though walls and coal bunkers were 
thrown down and the tower of the build- 
in;..' was about ten feet out of the per- 
pendicular. The Dewey monument in 
Central park wa« to a lesser extent irt 
the same position. Ou arriving at Oak- 
land I found that the effects or the shock 
had been equally severe there n« re- 
gards She big .building's, most of which 
had RliiFered severely, anil the streets 
were full of debris and masonry. Hap- 
pily, however, the 'place was spared the 
awful detail of tire.

world — a city of steel fireproof buildings 
of grace and uniformity, six stories u 
height, with everything underground, 
electric wires, sewage and water ipipcs 
enclosed in tunnels, with the reservoirs 
on the hills above the city for 'hydraulic 
force and protection against any similar 

"The order maintained 'aider the 
strenuous conditions of excitement and 
dismay was highly creditable to Hie 
police ami soldiery alike, whose officers 
did noble work. Due ghastly incident 
was the shooting of a negro, in whose 
possession was found n handkerchi it 
containing five lingers of women, de- 
liberately hacked off for the sake nf 
the valuable rings that adorned them. 
He was given short shrift, when the ac- 
cidental discovery was made by the 
police." 

'Mr. Warner got away from Oakland 
on Friday morning. His train wan not 
overcrowded like the others. All trains 
out of Oakland were loaded with ref- 
ugees and were much delayed by being 
sidetracked in order to allow the incom- 
ing supply trains to pass. The road out 
of Oakland was considerably sunken for 
over three miles. 

Mr. Warner remains in Victoria until 
May ISth, when lie proceeds ou his way 
to Alaska.

W. J. Warner, of Los Angeles, 
Tells Story Of San Fran- 
cisco Disaster.

OF INTEREST 



Officials Made Discovery 
Chinatown of a Start- 
ling Character. 



W. 3. Warner, of Los Angeles, who 
visited this city last summer in connec- 
tion with n pumice stone proposition 
and fish curing at Cook inlet, Alaska, 
has just returned here ugain via San 
iFranciscq and is staying at the St. 
Francis hotel. 

Mr. Warder was at San Francisco 
«t the time of the earthquake, in a thrce- 
BtdrS lodging house near Mason and 
O'Farrel streets. From -old experience 
lie had selected this frame building In 
preference to any 'brick structure, as 
bis experience of a year ago last Feb- 
ruary was of twenty-eight separate 
shocks 111 one month, one lit least of 
•which was SHlllcioutly pronounced to 
Birenk some plate glass windows in 
O'Farrel street Mr. Warner, there- 
fore, together with the other occupants, 
escaped with little hurt save from fall- 
ing plaster and broken glass. 

"In live minutes' time after the big 
Bhock," said Mr. Warner, "the Streets 
were filled with .people in every phase 
, or dress and undress, and all was shout- 
ing and confusion. The first thing tha' 
l. gave way upon the buildings was the 
Iheavy copings, cornices and ornamenta- 
tion. Then the walls commenced to 
Ibulge out and collapse in dust and 
debris. Such was the case in Market 
'mtreef, and. in fact, all t li o principal 
streets. The water mains were broken 
by the slioi.de, but the electric wires re-

mined standing until attacked by the j 
lire which supervened. The first ap- 
pearance of fire was at the I'lilaco hotel, 
but at first people were too much ab- 
sorbed in i .. | 

Extricating the Dead 
and injured from the debris of wrecked 
building to pay immediate attention to 
even so serious a matter as tire until 
it became a conflagration and was abso- 
lutely- nut of hand. The fire department 
got out at the first alarm, but without 
water were practically powerless to 
check the flames and all their energies 
were required to rescue the inmates 
from the .burning buildings. Contradic- 
tory reports notwithstanding, the loss of 
life has been something appalling, and 
it is si ill beyond the .power of anyone 
to estimate its real extent. The case 
of the Valencia hotel is a curious fea- 
ture of the action of the earthquake." 

Mr. Warner had not time to visit il 
himself, but before he left people were 
going to see it as a tragic curiosity, for 
the whole building, formed probably on 
quicksand, as it is conjectured, is said 
lo have sunk bodily into the earth lo 
the level of the top story, into which 
one can now walk from the street. One 
of the startling disclosures brought about 
by the disaster has been the opening up 
of a vast secret subterranean cavern in 
Chinatown, of which the police author - 
ties had no knowledge, so well were the 
entrances concealed. This place, whica 
was practically an opium den and a 
cache lor all manner of illicit tratlic. 
must have been of very great extent, for 
apparently fhe Chinamen had excavated 
a (perfect catacomb beneaMi their quar- 
ters in order to evade the 

Vigilance of the Police. 
Underground Chinatown, as it is culled, 

was well known alike to police ami peo- 
ple of San Frnnclsc6, Ibtlt this place was 
excavated ibelow that again ami was 
never suspected. It was the 'haunts 2 
opium fiends of all colors and races; 
and it is estimated that hundreds were 
suffocated in these vaults, as it was only 
in getting out I he victims of I he lire m 
underground Chinatown that: the discov- 
ery was made. Feeling against the Chi- 
nese consequent^ runs pretty high in 
San Francisco at Hie moment, and in 
t'heir attempts to get back upon their 
old locutions have 'been carefully resist- 
ed by the city authorities. 

The Stanford art gallery, which was 
the pride of San Francisco, lias been 
entirely destroyed, but tha determined 
efforts made to rescue the valuable art 
treasures have happily resulted in 
the bulk ol" the pictures being saved.
